BUENOS AIRES (P-O) — Dur- 
ing the Argentine-Israeli diplo- 
matic conflict over the Eichmann 
case, there were surprisingly 
only few mild anti-Semitic inci- 
dents in this country. 

Now all of the sudden with the 
diplomatic “incident” settled and 
the case almost forgotten—avi- 
cious Wave of anti-Semitic vio- 
lence has hit Argentina. 

A few weeks ago, a fascist or- 
ganization called Union Civica 
Nacionalista organized several 
savage open anti-Semitic meet- 
ings. Slogans like “Long live 
Eichmann,” “Be a_patriot—kill 
a Jew,” “Jews to Israel,” and so 
on went over big at these meet- 
ings. 


Anti-Semitic Violence 
Hits Argentina; Jews Fight Back 


THE D.A.1.A.—the representa- 
tive body of Argentine Jews— 
was alarmed by evidence that 
there was some coordination be- 
hind the anti-Semitic incidents. 
Last week, a delegation of D.A. 
I.A. paid a call on the Minister 
of Interior, Dr. Alfredo Vitolo, 
expressing the deep concern of 
the Jewish community about the 
increasing anti-Semitic wave. 

Vitolo promised to crack down. 
But it was no avail. The Buenos 
Aires police took no effective 
measures at all to stop the inci- 
dents.

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Berlin Students Will Finally 
Learn About One Adolf Hitler 


BERLIN (P-O) — Elementary 
school children in West Berlin 
from the age of 10 and up are 
going to be taught the dangers 
of Nazism and anti-Semitism. 

The students will be given a 
complete history of the Hitlerian 
atrocities against the Jews, ac- 
cording the a new curriculum an- 
nounced here. 

The curriculum which will go 
into effect this fall will “attempt 
to get down to the very roots of 
Hitlerism, show up anti-Semit- 
ism and other persecutions, and 
tear down the false glorification 
of Hitler and his regime.” 

On the 10-year-old level, teach- 





ers will explain to the children 
the meaning of such symbols as 
the Star of David and the swas- 
tika. They will be told about the 
mass murder of Jewish children 
in Nazi concentration camps. 


Later the history of persecu- 
tions against Jews will be held 
back to Roman times and then 
up to the anti-Jewish horrors 
committed by the Nazis. In high- 
er grades, pupils will be told 
about the Nuremberg’ Laws, 
“Crystal Night” in 1938 when 
every synagogue in Germany 
was attacked by the Nazis, and 
the campaign for systematic ex- 
termination of all Jews in Eu- 
rope. 





Mrs. Meir Refutes Mr. K’s Claim That 
Soviet Jews Don‘t Want To Go To Israel 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — Some 
9,000 Russian families have asked 
relatives in Israel to send them 
documents asking them to Israel, 
Foreign Minister Golda Meir 
said. 

Her statement refuted Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev’s claim in 
Vienna recently that there were 
no applications in the files of 
the Soviet Foreign Ministry by 
Jews wanting to migrate to Is- 
rael., 





Mrs. Meir blasted the Soviet 
government’s policy of ignoring 
requests for Jewish emigration 
for the uniting of families. Is- 
raelis who asked the Red Cross 
in the U.S.S.R. to intercede with 
Soviet officials for reunion of 
families, Mrs. Meir said, were 
told that the Soviet Union saw 
no clear-cut reason for granting 
the requests. 





Benson Says Israel is Fulfillment 
of Mormon Prophecy Made in 1841 


TEL AVIV (P-O)—“The pro- 
phecy of the Mormon commu- 
nity, made as long ago as 1841, 
that the Jewish people woutd 
return to the land of Israel and 
turn it into a lank of milk and 
honey, is taking place before our 
very eyes, in such a speedy and 
wonderful way that it can only 
be called a modern miracle.” 





U.S. Secretary of Agriculture, 
Ezra Taft Benson — who is a 
Mormon — made this remark 
shortly before leaving Israel 
after a four-day whirlwind visit.

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NEW YORK (P-O) — The trial 
of U-2 pilot Francis Powers in 
Moscow last week recalled for 
many Americans, the many spies 
that have plied their trade in the 
U. S. on behalf of the Soviet 
Union. 

The most famous spies ever to 
operate in this country for the 
Soviet Union were the Rosen- 
bergs. 

The Rosenberg spy case is re- 
called in a chapter by Aaron Anh- 
tonovsky in the penetrating new 
book, “Identity and Anxiety.” 
Antonovsky made a depth study 
of Jewish attitudes toward the 
traitors, Julius and Ethel Rosen- 
berg. ° 

THE ROSENBERGS were exe- 
cuted in June, 1953, after three 
years of extensive publicity sur- 
rounding their arrest, indictment, 
defense, trial, appeals and the 
rise of a movement to save them. 
The atmosphere of the early 
1950’s was poisoned by McCar- 
thyism which reached its peak in 
1953. The Korean War still raged. 
The Rosenberg trial had a trau- 
matic effect upon American 
Jews, still shaky from the loss 
of 6,000,000 Jews in the holo- 
caust, Antonovsky said. 


THE ANTONOVSKY survey 
reveals that Jews avidly followed 
the Rosenberg case. They were 
painfully aware that all the prin- 
cipals were Jewish including 
Judge Irving Kaufman, Prosecu- 
tor Irving Saypol and Defense 
Attorney Bloch. 

Not a single Jewish person 





quizzed expressed doubts of fair- 


ness of the trial nor the guilt 
of the accused. On the other 
hand, considerable numbers of 
non-Jews seemed disturbed over 
the death sentence given to the 
Rosenbergs. 

There was a belief among Jews 
that a sentence short of death, 
imposed by a Jew, would have 
aroused a substantial degree of 
anti-Semitism, Antonovsky found. 

Jews also displayed violent 
hatred for the Rosenbergs for be- 
traying their fellow Jews as well 
as their country. 

Antonovsky commented: “Ob- 
viously behind Jewish anger at 
the Rosenbergs lay the fear that 
their crime might — if not miti- 
gated by the death sentence im- 
Posed by a Jewish judge, in re- 
sponse to the pleading of a Jew- 
ish prosecutor, even despite this 
— bring to the fore the latent 
anti-Semitism existing in Ameri- 
ca.” 


THE SURVEY points out that 
even in the fear-ridden climate 
of McCarthyism and the Rosen- 
berg headlines, Jews clung to a 
denial of the possibility of an 
anti-Semitic wave. They saw anti- 
Semitic groups as strictly “crack- 
pot fringe” attracting few sup- 
porters. The general] attitude dur- 
ing the Rosenberg episode was 
reported in the survey to be: 
“It could happen here; America 
is not immune. But it is very far 
from happening now.” 

Antonovsky declared that: “The 
American Jew: promises his psy- 
chological security, his sense of 
ethnic identity, upon acceptance

the non-Jew has let him down 
by not really accepting him, 

THE ROSENBERG ase, then, 
did not raise the fear of a Wave 
of anti-Semitism, in the minds of 
American Jews. 

Rather, it did, however, Provide 
the non-Jew with excellent 
grounds for expanding his re. 
fusal to accept the Jew as an 
American, Jews believed, 

This problem is ultimately the 
problems of identity. A failure 
to achieve ethnic identity pyro. 
duces anxiety, he said. “Jews jn 
America wishing to be American 
Jews, have not resolved the prob. 
lem of authenticity and hence, 
are beset by anxiety,” he de 
clared. 

The author prefaces his sup. 
vey report by stating that: “The 
modern, emancipated Jew does 
not fully know who he is, and 
much of what he does know, he 
cannot accept. He is a stranger 
who does not wish to be a Strang. 
er... He retains the label of 
Jew, but has no identity accept. 
able to himself. It is this Jack 
of acceptable identity which js 
the core of the problem of anxiety 
for the American Jew ... One 
alternative is to be rid of the 
label Jew. 


“CONFRONTED by the bari. 
ers of the damned from within, 
that betrayal would bring, few 
American Jews have chosen this 
way. The other alternative is to 
become authentic.” 

The traumatic Rosenberg case, 
according to the author's study, 
reveals that the problem of au 
thenticity has not been solved.

IS THIS A PROBLEM? 


Mr. Sol Rabkin, director of the law department of the 
B'nai B'rith Anti-Defamation League, has pointed out that 
“upper level” discrimination against Jews in the USS. is a 
‘major danger” because it could exclude Jews from power 
and influence in the general community. 

THIS MEANS THAT the ADL has accepted the thesis 
advanced by Dr. John Slawson of the American Jewish 
committee. 

These two agencies are major groups in the field of 
civic defense, and their thinking must be reckoned with. 
The third major group is the American Jewish Congress, 
which is allied with the National Community Relations 
Advisory Council. So far, the NCRAC, which includes dele- 
gates from more than fifty local community relations coun- 
gils, has failed to consider the exclusiveness of the power 
clique in the U.S. as a central problem for the Jewish com- 
munity at this time. 

WE WANT TO quote Mr. Rabkin’s words, delivered 
to teen-age regional officers of the B’nai B'rith Youth 
Organization at Camp Starlight. 

These discriminations, Rabkin said, are practiced in 
high-priced housing, fancy vacation resorts and top-salaried 
supervisory positions where false standards of exclusiveness 
are established. As long as discrimination against Jews is 
considered fashionable by those who are regarded by some 
as constituting the upper level of American society, status 
seekers will do likewise. Thus a major danger is that Jews 
will become wholly excluded from the power structure 
of the community. 

THE TWO QUESTIONS which we've asked ever since 
Dr. Slawson posed this problem is 1) whether the analysis 
is correct, and 2) if so, what if anything could or should 
be done about it. 

As to the first question, we know that there are cer- 
tain groups like the Junior League that exclude Jews. 
Country clubs exclude Jews and a number of clubs like 
Rotary, Optimists, etc., in various communities bar Jews, 
asx also do clubs usually classed as city clubs. 

So we can assume that there are certain important 
social clubs where Jews are not admitted. 

BUT THIS IS not the heart of the question. The heart 
of the question is whether this barring of Jews is really 
reflected in keeping Jews out of the power structure of 
the community. We’re not prepared to answer this point, 
yes or no. We only raise the question here. Other than that 
we might point out that the Jewish man who has strength 
in the community, either by reason of his place in the 
commercial world or by reason of his service to the com- 
munity, it seems to us can pretty much do what he pleases 
and the power structure cannot prevent him from attain- 
ing a position of influence. 

The second question we raise has to do with Jewish 
self-respect, and even if this is considered too nebulous 
to. warrant consideration, then we ask whether anything 
can be achieved by attacking the so called power structure. 

Education of course is always a valuable weapon in 
situations like this, buf we’re inclined to the belief that 
education is almost useless under the circumstances. 

WHEN DR. SLAWSON first broached the problem as 
one for Jewish organizations to fight, we were inclined 
to dismiss this as a position taken at a particular time, but 
not as a central problem of our civic defense agencies. 

We were wrong. 

: The ADL now having cast its vote with the Committee, 
we can assume that we are now giving the problem an 
important place on the agenda of Jewish work in this field. 

This being so, we’d urge the NCRAC to put the brains 
at its disposal onto the question and to report to the Jew- 
ish community its belief as to the validity of the matter 
and what might be accomplished in overcoming the evil, 
even if only by a long-range program. 


BERNSTEIN VS. HOLIDAYS 


Should we condemn Leonard Bernstein for deciding 
to conduct his New York Philharmonic Orchestra on Rosh 
I{ashona in its Berlin performances? 

MR. BERNSTEIN is a talented intellectual who has 
made his contribution to Jewish causes and not, as have 
so many others, found their time so occupied with other 
pursuits that they had few moments to contribute to 
Jewish things Jewish. 

We know that many of our readers take a more critical 
position. 

We’ve had our say against performers on the stage, 
radio and TV and baseball for going through with sched- 
uled appearances even on Yom Kippur. We feel that these 
Jews who have risen to the heights have an obligation to 
the Jewish community as a whole. 

IF MR. BERNSTEIN will hold up the start of the 
concert until after he and the other Jewish members of 
the orchestra have had an opportunity to participate in 
worship services at a Berlin synagogue, then we feel that 
he might in part at leasi accomplish what he seeks to 
achieve. 

He told reporters: I preferred not to appear on those 
days at first, but then I decided to make a virtue of it. 
I will make mention of the Jewish High Holy Days in my 
remarks to the German audiences and will speak some 
Ilebrew in my talk, relating the day to our presence in 
Germany.” 

fF HE RECONSIDERED his decision, and came to the 
conclusion that he’d establish his own self respect more 
by cancelling out his appearance altogether, then his sacri- 
fice would be great but his contribution to Jewish dignity 
greater, 
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The EDITOR’S CHAIR - - - 





IN CONNECTION with the “chair” on 
the American Jewish Society for Service, which 
annually conducts projects in which Jewish 
high school youngsters pay te do construction 
work at a summer “camp” in behalf of some 
interracial or interfaith charity group, George 
Wolk, of Pittsburgh has written me a letter. 
Mr. Wolk is regional director of the District 
Grand Lodge no. 3 of B'nai B'rith. 


This same “chair” also reported the views 
of our executive editor, Charles Roth, on the 
concept of personal service. Let me first elab- 
orate for a few sentences on Mr. Roth’s con- 
cept of personal service. 


IT TIES IN WITH the AJSS and its work. 
When Mr. Roth several years ago inquired 
of one of the originators of the AJSS what 
its aims were, he was told that among other 
objectives it sought to prove to non-Jews that 
Jews also practiced the virtue of working for 
someone else without hope of remuneration. 

This alienated Mr. Roth immediately, be- 
cause this became a part of Jewish apologet- 
ics. 


THIS INCIDENTALLY is the traditional 
Jewish concept, which we've lost sight of, of 
studying Torah for lishmah. Not studying with 
the hope of achieving learning, but study for 
study’s sake. 


Now to get to Wolk’s letter, 


Dear Mr. Cohen: 

In the Aug. 12 issue of The National 
Jewish POST and OPINION, and more 
specifically “the editor’s chair,” you wrote 
a wonderful column on the concept of 
service to people by the Jewish People. 

I would like to bring back to your 
mind, because I know reflection on your 
part will substantiate everything I have 
to say, that there is a group of Jews in 
this country whose concept of service is 
net only something that appears on a 
letterhead, but is put and has been put 
into practice, twenty-fours a day for the 
past 117 years. . 


The B'nai Brith is that kind of or- 
ganization, always was, and will continue 
to be. In your columns you have pointed 
out the values of what the multi-faceted 
programs of B'nai B’rith accomplish. Whe- 
ther it be on the Anti-Defamation League 
front, or being the originators and pro- 
ponents of the famous Institutes, the B’nai 
Brith Youth Organization, the Hillel 
Foundations, Vocational Service, its veter- 
ans, citizenship, and civic affairs programs, 
its aid to Israel projects and so many 
others, including its own institutions, make 
up an unmatched program of pure serv- 
ice to the community. 

The hours of service to Jews and to 
the community at large are astronomic 
in count. 

After all, B’nai B’rith men, women and 
youth now total almost 500,000 through- 
out the United States. This represents al-

GEORGE WOLK 

WE DON’T DOUBT the validity of the 
views of George Wolk, but we'd like to apply 
to his statements the question of whether this 
B'nai B’rith work is being done in order te 
prove something to non-Jews, and second the 
view we've just come across of Rabbi Ario S. 
Hyams, of Temple Beth Sholom, Roslyn 
Heights, N. Y. This was from a sermon by 
him back in Jenuary of this year: 

“Our desperate attempts to find re. 
lief in organizations and in institutions 
have failed because these attempis have 
replaced an emotional experience with a 
mechanical action... Our urge to affiliate 
is merely the remaining impetus of our 
past, a past when affiliation with these 
organizations and institutions did actually 
fulfill our feeling of belonging.” 

Rabbi Hyams is talking not alone of Jews, 
but of the general community. That however 
doesn’t invalidate his strictures on Jews, be- 
cause when it comes to aberrations of modern- 
day society, Jews seem to enjoy a special 
satisfaction in adopting them with great gusio, 


WHEN MR. ROTH was in the Indianapolis 
office several months ago, we were partici- 
pating in a symposium on the local radio 
station with several other editors on the sub- 
ject of pornography and the press. After the 
broadcast was over, Charles said that the 
proof of the printing of cheesecake in the 
press was the motive. 

So in work for others, the question is 
why we do it. If we do it to show the non- 
Jews that we are as good as they are, then 
this is a corruption of highest Jewish values, 


Maimonides set up a chart of seven steps 
in giving to others.

she wants to know why Jews in 
small communities have a diffi- 
cut time holding on to a rabbi, 
and to fail to respect him as the 
protestant minister is respected 
in the church. 

She also wants to know why 
our synagogues are empty and 
why, since prayers are the basic 
reason to come to the House of 
God, people come to judge the 
rabbis Personality and sermon, 
and to gossip or hear gossip. 
My first impulse in trying to 
answer Kathy was to ask her to 
hold these questions in abeyance, 
in the spirit of the Jewish folk 
song that contains the words: 
“When you will grow older, my 
child, you will understand and ar- 
rive at an answer to your ques- 
tion.” But this reply would not 
be fair to Kathy D. She wants 
the answer now. Having been 
confirmed, she is growing up and 
deserves an intelligent answer. 
BUT THE RUB is that even 
adult and aging Jews find it dif- 
ficult to give Kathy D. an ade- 
quate and satisfactory reply. 
However, this may be said. There 
are communities that prejudge 
their rabbis and do not respect 
them because their rabbis may 
lack the social graces that the 
sisterhood members require of 
the rabbis, although as spiritual 
leaders, their rabbis are well 
qualified. 

Some communities do not “hold 
on to their rabbis and do not re- 











spect them” because the rabbis

living. Instead of entertaining 
their congregations with reviews 
of best-sellers or the current 
movies, these rabbis discuss theo- 
logical problems and Jewish his- 
torical topics and religious values 
for which some communities have 
no appreceptive mass and no de- 
sire to learn. 

This is the deplorable aspect 
of Jewish life in many large as 
well as small, communities. They 
offer the rabbi no challenge in- 
tellectually. Nor do they want 
rabbis to challenge and try to 
change their smug way of living. 
There are also congregations that 
are uncritical. To paraphrase the 
Biblical phrase (Isaiah 3:6), they 
say to their rabbi: “You have the 
mantle, you shall be our leader” 
— “You have the title and you 
wear the gown of a rabbi. What- 
ever the rabbi says and whatever 
he does, must be right. Is he not 
our rabbi?” 

Such an attitude may be praise- 
worthy if what the rabbj says 
and does is really worthy of 
praise. Fortunate is the rabbi 
who gets such a congregation. It 
all depends on Mazol. Even a 
safer — Torah in the Holy Ark 
must have mazol.

Israel’s military hero, General 
Moshe Dayan, now Minister of 
Agriculture, has proposed a se- 
ries of radical reforms which 
have agitated agricultural circles 
and are now being bitterly de- 
bated. Whether Dayan will be 
as successful with his blitzkrieg 
in this field as in the Sinai Pe- 
ninsula remains to be seen. 


DAYAN’S SLOGAN, “Farming 
for the Farmers,” is appealing 
but it has a built-in contradic- 
tion. Those who engage in farm- 
ing as a side-line, he says, are 
essentially in competition with 
those for whom agriculture is 
their way of life, and the former 
are therefore not entitled to any 
government subsidy for their 
production. This hits hard at 
many private families and small 
villages, on the outskirts of the 
big cities, which had been able 
to augment their meager incomes 
particularly by maintaining small 
dairy herds. Without the dairy 
subsidy they will be eliminated 
from the competitive market. 
The result obviously will be a 
reduction in national production.

The country 
can not let them down. Hence 
even the kibbutzim must accept 
production quotas; anything pro- 
duced over the quota can be 
marketed, but it will not receive 
the farm subsidy, and must still 
sell at the controlled price. 

If Israe] could export its agri- 
cultural surpluses the situation 
would be quite different, and 
every effort is being made to 
seek markets abroad. We already 
sell millions of eggs annually in 
Europe, but our chickens are 
too prolific. Already a million 
hens have become fryers or broil- 
ers, in an effort to reduce egg 
production. Only one type of 
tomatoes, a brand popular in 
Europe is officially recognized 
as qualifying for subsidy.

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Is Yeshiva Medical 
School Jewish? 


NEW YORK (P-0O) — What 
is Jewish about Yeshiva’s famed 
Einstein medical school?, is the 
theme for a article by Myron 
Kolatch in Commentary maga- 
zmne.

Despite the traditional link be- 
tween Judaism and medicine, and 
despite the new college’s auspi- 
cious beginnings, Einstein medi- 
cal school continues to stir con- 
troversy within the Jewish com. 
munity. 

DR. MARCUS D. Kogel, medi- 
cal school dean, apparently feels 
that it is vital to dispel the no- 
tion that there is anything essen- 
tially Jewish about Yeshiva’s Col- 
lege of Medicine, 

Dr. Kogel sees no irony in the 
remark he made to a New York 
Post reporter: “In fact, Yeshiva’s 
president asked us to please not 
discriminate against any students 
wearing skullcaps.” Never does 
he mention that in deference to 
the president he vountarily 
adopted kashrut in his home. Ko- 
latch states that Dr. Kogel’s pub- 
lic refrain seems to be: we were 
born of an Orthodox institution 
but the cord has been cut and 
We are free. 

THE MOST accurate diagnosis 
of the Albert Einstein College of 
Medicine, Kolatch states, was 
made by a sober, bespectacled 
young doctor who is one of its 
fifty alumni. “The Jewish com- 
munity, especially the Orthodox 
Jewish community, is not really 
ready for a modern medical 
school; it isn’t prepared to meet 
the inevitable problems squarely 
and positively. And the faculty 
has not really adjusted yet to the 
ideal of working in a Jewish 
medical school; it still doesn’t 
fully understand what this 





means. Both have to mature, and 
Einstein’s existence should accel- 
erate this maturity. It’s only a 
matter of time.” 

“Whatever its drawbacks, Ein- 
stein is the only place where we 
can attend medical school in full 
spiritual comfort,” said a student. 

Other students said: 

“We always feel at home; the 
school has a definite Jewish at- 
mosphere.” 

“Services are held three times 
a day in the new dormitory chap- 
el. Before the chapel opened al- 
most every afternoon better than 
a minyan of men gathered in an 
empty laboratory to daven Min- 
chah.” 


“THE IMPRESSION Einstein 
is making outside the Jewish 
world also is im|piortant,” a 
heavy-set Einstein product said. 
“Not long ago, over at the hos- 
pital, I was assigned to stay 
with an eldery man who was 
very ill. I was with him day and 
night for forty-eight hours until 
he died. His son was there too. 
Toward the end, he told me: “I'm 
not the same religion as your 
are. But I see how you took care 
of my father like you would take 
care of your own father. I'm 
changing my ideas about your 
people.” 

Being the heart of a $150 mil- 
lion, 3,000 bed, 200-acre “medical 
city’ puts Yeshiva’s University’s 
medical school in an imposing 
position. What is more, it ex- 
plains Ejinstein’s impressive re- 
search grants (covering a wide 
range of fields from cancer to 
gerontology and totaling well 
over $20 million annually) and 
the college’s strong faculty. 

DR. KOGEL said: “I was 
brought here to supervise the 
construction a medical school 
that every Jew would be proud 
of, My job now is to help make 
it one of the best in the country.”

REHOVOT, Israel (P-O)—Abba 
Eban, chairman of the _ Inter- 
national Conference on Science 
in the Advancement of New 
States suggested that centers for 
documentation and study of the 
scientific needs of new and strug: 
gling countries should be estab- 
lished. 

The conference being held at 
the Weizman Institute attracted 
representatives from 20 Afro- 
Asian countries, as well as by 
40 distinguished scientists from 
all over the world. 

Israeli scientist, Dr. Henry 
Tabor, disclosed a method using 
salt-water ponds to produce pow- 
er from the sun—which is the 
new countries’ — most plentiful 
resource. 

AN AMERICAN scientist, Dr. 
Alvin Weinberg, director of the 
Oak Ridge Atomic Laboratories 
in Tennessee explained the fu- 
ture possibility of have breeder 
reactors capable of making each 
country self-sufficient by burn- 
ing rocks as atomic fuel. 

Dr. Tabor’s plan which excited 
delegates from the Afro-Asian 
bloc was this: Heavily salted 
ponds would be used to trap the 
sun’s rays, the heat of which 
could be extracted for use as 
power. One square kilometer of 
such ponds could produce power 
work $300,000 a year for a mil- 
lion-dollar capital investment. 
Experiments on the process are 
currently going on in the Salt- 
pans of the Dead Sea.
